These Two Offenses Charged to Ne- 
groes Discharged by Roosevelt. 
How the Negroes Caused a. 
Reign of Terror in the 
Texas Town.

Washington, D. C., Decemoer 5.— 
The annual report of. Secretary 
War Taft, made public today, reviews 
the events leading to the ‘‘shooting up’’ 
of the town of Brownsville, Texas, on 
August 1!4, last, by unidentified negro 
soldiers of Compgnies B. C, and D, of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, the crime proper, 
the investigation ané@ subsequent dis- 
charge, -without 
of the battalion. 

The report establishes the existence 
of a conspiracy for the perpetration of 
the crime, and unequivocally, a later 
conspiracy of silence on part of the 
battalion, whereby the criminals were 
permitted to escape. The secretary jus- 
lities the government’s course, and an- 
swers criticisms directed at it. 

No reference is made to the develop- 
ments which leq him to temporarily sus- 
pend the order of discharge, and which 
created alleged friction between himself 
end the president.

The raiders next encountered the chief 
of police.

The _ raiders 
then fired Into Miller's hotel, six ‘bullets 
being found in the building the. next 
day.

ing on the president for information, 

Senator’ Warren, of Wyoming, offered 
a substitute for both, which was ad- 
dressed to the president. To this sugges- 
tion Mr. Forkker was opposed. The inr 
formation he desired was, he said, in the 
possession of the war department, and 
could be secured there without difficulty. 
-, Foraker Amends Resolution. 

Mr. Foraker asked that his resolution 
be considered independently and not as 
a substitute to the Penrose resolution. 
The vice president ruled that as* the res- 
olution had been amended its status was 
changed, and an objection from any sen- 
ator would carry the resolution over one 
day. Mr. Knox made this objection. 

Mr. Foraker then secured unanimous 
consent to amend his resolution and fol- 
lowed this with a motion for immediate 
consideration. 

Senator Culberson offered an amend- 
ment to the Foraker, resolution calling, 
in addition, for the order issued to Major 
Penrose, in command of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry, directing him not to deliver to 
the civil authorities of Texas certain 
members of his command charged with 
assault to murder, and murder. This 
was accepted by Mr, Foraker. 

Senator Spooner called attention to the 
fact that Senator Penrose was absent 
from the city, and it was unusual to 
press matters in which a senatur was 
especially interested, in his absence. Mr. 
Foraker at once accepted this view and 
the whole question went over until to- 
morrow.

The plan, the author of which is President W. N. Mitchell, of Georgia’s 
Jamestown commission, has met with general and cordial indorsement all 


over the state. 
Already $4,000 has been actually subscribed and $3,000 more is_practi- 


cally guaranteed. 

As the leading city of the state and the south, Atlanta is naturally ex- 
pected to take a foremost part in the consummation of this great project— 
a project given added importance by the vastness of the scope which the 
Jamestown exposition movement has already assumed. 

No individua) subscriptions have been sought. It is rather contemplated 
that the Georgia building shall be the gift to the state of Georgia's daughters, 
her leading cities and commercial centers, to each of which will be allotted 
a room where they may receive their citizens and advertise to the world 
their commercial and industrial advantages. 

In response to President Mitchell’s presentation of this matter, the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce not only gave the project its hearty indorsement- 
put named a strong committee from its directors to go before the city coun-

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THE MATTER WITH THE RAILROADS. 


There is nothing like plain tales from actual life to drive a point home 
| to the understanding of the most elemental thinker. 

For the past twenty years the Macon, Ga., correspondent of The Consti- 
tution has daily mailed a letter to this paper at about 4:30 p.m. This letter, 
covering the news of his territory up to the hour of mailing, reached Atlanta 
the same night at approximately: 7:35 o’clock. For the long period named 
this letter was mailed and arrived at its destination almost to the tick of 
the clock, with unfailing regularity. During that interval the business men 
of Atlanta and vicinity were also enjoying the same precision of service, 
both as regards the connections from the south Georgia mails and other 
mails of which this is but an illustration. | 

A tew months ago this faultless service showed a cbmplete” ‘collapse. 
The letter was mailed at the same hour—4:30 p. m.—but more often than 
not it arrived too late for use in The Constitution OF THE NEXT MORN- 
ING. The demoralization was so firmly established, and complaints were so 
unavailing, that The Constitution, to preserve its news service, is compelled, 
at an expense of HUNDREDS OF DOLLARS MONTHLY, to instruct its cor- 
respondent in Macon, and others at other points depending upon this train, 
to use the wires in place of the mail, What explains this radical deteriora- 
tion in the service of twenty years? It must be remembered that the mar- 
gin given the railroad was not several minutes—it was several hours.

We are not going to quarrel with the Southern railway _— taking off 
its subsidized fast mail train, known as No. 97. 

If the Southern found that No. 97 was interféring with its other sched- 
ules, resulting in inconvenience to the public in the matter of transportation 
of passengers, freight and mail on other trains, it was its duty to dispense 
with this exclusive mail and express train, and the decision to do so was a 
wise one. 

, So far as Atlanta and the laieeemndliil country is concerned, the people 
can easily afford to get along without 97. It will make no difference to 
them, nor will it, so far as we can see, in any of the states all the way 
from Maryland to Alabama. 

That is, it will make no difference provided the Southern will operate 
the rest of its trains on schedule time! 

Take Atlanta, for instance. With three mail trains from New York and 
the east every day, this city has for months had. practicalJy only one daily 
delivery of eastern mail. And why? Al! because of late trains. 

The Southern’s New York vestibule limited, No. 37, has, with unremitting 
regularity, arrived in Atlanta from two to five hours late daily, making de- 
livery of mali impossible until the foll6wing morning. Of the other mail 
trains, No. 97 is due at 11:15 p. m. and No. 35 at 5:10 a. m., all of them, 
in fact, reaching the city between nightfall and dawn. 

So it will be seen Atlanta can lose nothing by the removal of No. 97. 

In fact, the train leaving New York at midnight will answer every pur- 
pose, so far as this city and ron are concerned, if it will only run on 
schedule time. 

If the taking off of 97 will conduce to the making of schedule time 
with No. 35 and other trains, we do not hesitate to say we are giad it 
is to go. 

But by all means let us have schedule time for the others!

An Appeal for Help’ 

Editor Constitution: Will you permit 
me to occupy a little space in order to 
present what may be termed “an emer- 
gency case?’ 

William M. Hubbard is principal of an 
agricultural and industrial achol at For- 
syth, Ga. He has in training from three 
to four hundred negro children of both 
sexes, who are being taught habits of in- 
dustry, thrift and generally to be of real 
service in the industrial field, beside hav- 
{ng the moral code made a part of their 
every day life. 

Hubbard has the endorsement of the 
entire community, the county school 
superintendent gives him approval and 
hearty endorsement. He is recognized as 
a valuable factor in the needed work of 
uplifting the children of his race. 

But there is pressing need for money; 
not a large amount, but it must be fur- 
nished at once. Three hundred and twen- 
ty-eight dollars must be paid or there will 
be serious loss and hihdrance, which will 
be a misfortune to all the community. 

About three years ago Hubbard, with 
approval of his board of trustees, pur- 
chased 100 acres of land, a dwelling 
house, a pasture well watered, beside a 
peach orchard which was expected to 
be a source of income, 

The purchase prite of the whole was 
$2,000, ten years of time given for com- 
pleting payment with interest on unpaid 
portion at rate of 8 per cent per annum 
secured by mortgage. Four hundred dol- 
lars principal beside interest has been 
paid, but owing to the failure of the 
peach crop and the bad work of an ig- 
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norant farm manager there was no in- 
come from the farm, so there results in- 
ability to pay a note and interest 
amounting to $328, due and payable No- 
vember |, just passed. Clearly an emer- 
gency, threatening foreclosure, a loss of 
all payments made, beside which the 
land has increased in value and is easily 
worth $3,000 in the open market. 

The difficulty removed by payment of 
this amount, $328, the farm will produce 
sufficient income to meet all future pay- 
ments and in a few years the whole will 
be paid. Here is an opportunity which 
should not be lost. The money should be 
given, but if only loaned it could be re- 
paid. 

Colonel Samuel Rutherford, Forsyth, 
Ga., is trustee, and any amount sent to 
him will be applied in payment. The 
cause is a good one both from a moral 
and an economic standpoint.

HE bold Bandit of Pigeon Hole has 
been run to cover, arrested, pros- 
écuted, sentenced to three months 


in the city chaingang, and he will now

Ben Jordan is the bandit bold who. ent 
had Pigeon Hole ‘stood’ for several 
moons. Pigeon Hole is the name of a 
serpentine, rambling alley that runs off 
from Piedmont avenue, near Cain street, 
and ends most anywhere. 

Here in Pigeon Hole there resides a set- 
|} tlement of ‘Darktown people who spend 
most of their time dOdging the police. 
There have been some famoug scrappers 
in the Hole, but it took Ben Jordan to 
become the “cock of the walk’’ and con- 
stitute himself the “Terror of the Pigeon-

life imprisonment. 

It is generally believed that the lives 
of the two. boys who were implicated in 
this murder will be spared them, and 
that they will be sentenced to serve life 


In carrying out his. despotic plans he 
‘cut three negro men, stabbed a woman 
in the head, clubbed a bootblack, used 
a razor on @ negro tramp and then he had 
the whole settlement ‘‘stood.’’ 

The denizens of the alley feared to 
make any report to the police until Tues. 
day afternoon, when one woman whose 
son had been frescoed on the scalp with 
@ razor, became brave enough to tel] Of- 
ficer Hollingsworth what was going on in 
Pigeon Hole. 

Ben Jordan’s den was raided and he 
and his arsenal captured. He was ar- 
raigned tefore the recorder yesterday 
morning and forty-three men, women and 
children testified against him. 

‘“‘Lawder massey,” exclaimed a toothless 
old hag, who-tells fortunes in Pigeon 
Hole, “dat nigger sho’s been er bad man, 
Jedge Briles. He eben had de speerits 
whar dey wus afeered to talk wid me.”’ 

Jordan denied that he had been a bandit 
and said that he had established the arse- 
nal for self-protection. 

‘An’ ef you knowed dem niggers in Pig- 
eon Hole laks I does, Jedge Briles,”’ he 
said, ‘‘yer would git yerse’f. er canyun 
and an’ er gittlin’ gun.” 

Three distinct cases were made out 
against the bandit and he was sentenced 
to thirty days in each case.

Charge of “Doping” ia Memphis 
Race Dismissed 


E. E. Smathers Is Exonerated—Evi- 


dence ‘That the Charge Against 
Smathers Was Made by Man 
Bribed to Make False 
Affidavit. 


New York, December 5.—The Memphis 
gold cup dispute was officially ended to- 
night when the board of review of the 
National Trotting Association decided 
that the trophy had been won on ‘merit 
and dismissed the charges against BE. E. 
Smathers, of New. York. 

The case which was taken up by the 
board at a continuation of its winter 
meeting today grew out of the alleged 
drugging of Lou Dillon at the Memphis, 
Tenn., meeting in October 18, 1904. 
Smathers, who ewned Major Delmar and 
drove him in the race, was charged with 
having been cognizant of ill treatment 
of Cc. K. G. Billings’s mare, which re- 
sulted in the latter’s utter failure to 
show form in the race, and the winning 
of the $5,000 gold cup by Major Delmar. 

When the charges were made suit was 
brought by the Memphis association, but 
it was stopped by injunction. 

Today's hearing was for the purpose of 
determining the facts. The case occupled 
the whole day, but was soon decided 
after the board retired for deliberation 
tonight. Many affidavits were introduced 
ahd several witnesses ¢xamined. Some of 
the testimony was sensational. 

One affidavit read was made by Ed 
Saunders, Wno' originaily preferred ‘tie 
charges against Smathers. Saunders, in 
his earlier affidavit, had sworn that ;
